WAST TO MAKE DE­ 
NATURED ALCOHOL 


W A S H I N G T O N , D. C., Dec. 14.— 
The internal revenue d e t r i m e n t is 
being swamped with letters of in­ 
quiry from all parts of the country 
in regard to the manufacture of de­ 
n a t u r e d alcohol, the new law re­ 
lating to which is to become effective 
the first of the year. 
From the let­ 
ters it is evident that many farmers 
and others are of the mistaken opin­ 
ion that the manufacture of the al­ 
cohol will be a simple m atter and 
that great profits are to be derived 
from the business. 
T he internal revenue commission­ 
er desires to have it understood that 
this is a mistaken idea. 
In the opin­ 
ion of the departm ent it will be im ­ 
possible for the farmer, or even an 
association of small farmers, to e n ­ 
gage profitably in the 
manufacture 
of denaturized alcohol. 
In the first 
place it is absolutely obligatory for 
the makers of the product to own 
not alone distillery machinery, which 
is costly if the product is to be made 
on a large scale, but it is necessary 
under the law, for the manufacturer 
of denaturized alcohol to have 
one 
bonded warehouse upon the premises 
for the storage of natural spirits /as 
they are first distilled and another 
bonded warehouse adjoining the first 
for the denaturing o r poisoning of 
the tax-free alcohol. 
The changing 
of natural spirits 
into 
denaturized 
spirits is to be watched by the govern­ 
ment just af; jealously as the produc­ 
tion of the original alcohol or the 
manufacture of whisky by the recti­ 
fiers.

" I he right to strike, for cause or 
no cause, is clear and fully sustained 
b y * all authority'. 
E v e n conspiracy to 
strike, follo wed b y legal dam age, is 
not- unlawful, it fo rm ed to better la­ 
bor conditions.’ 
Hie decision was given in the suit 
started b y the A llis -C h alm e rs 
c o m ­ 
pany, M ilwaukee, against the M ou ld ­ 
ers’ 
union 
of 
that 
city 
during 
the 
strike last June. 
F ifty m em b ers or 
the union were named in the c o m ­ 
plaint, which charged picketing and 
interference with 
nonunion men 
ii) 
vio lation ^of an injunction secured bv 
the company. 
Picketing Not Serious Offence 
F ig h t of the union men thus c h a r g ­ 
ed Judge Sanborn held guilty o f vi­ 
olating the 
injunction, but he does 
not deem the offense w o r th y of m ore 
than a nominal fine. 
His decision on 
this point says: 
' I hese 
defendants,

SAYS WATTERSON 


Tribune Waul Ads Bring Quick Results. Page 7 


N EW YORK, Dec. 14.—Although 
praising President Roosevelt highly 
for his motives and accomplishments, 
Lenry Watterson has asserted that he 
lad gone too far and had strained the 
constitution in doing so. In his speech 
it the dinner of the Kentucky society 
at the Waldorf-Astoria Mr. W atter­ 
son said that just what the founders 
of the republic had dreaded had come 
to pass, and that the nation has lost 
the poise and balance it was intended 
to have. 
President 
Roosevelt, 
he 
lek!, had centralized such power in 
the executive branch of the govern­ 
ment that the other branches were iii 
danger of losing their functions, to 
some extent, and the country 
was 
periously near losing home rule: 
Mr. Watterson said: 
“Under the hand of a president 
whose personality is so 
attractive, 
whose motives are so unchallenged, 
whose public service is so eminent and 
brilliant that most men are loth to 
question anything he says ro does— 
under the hand of such a president 
the pendulum of centralization has 
wung much too far to leeward and 
will need to be swung hack again if 
we are to recover -the poise and bal­ 
ance which the fathcrst and founders 
of our great republic designed for the 
federal government and the states. 
“We have already the ‘splendid gov­ 
ernment’ they dreaded. 
Modern in­ 
vention, by its annihilation of time 
and space, has well-night obliterated 
the old land marks, 
it has actually 
flung the geography into the seat. 
Happily, soTne things we could well 
afford to spare are gone, sectionalism 
among them. 
But. shall we stand ilst- 
ess by and see home rule go with it? 
"lf Alexander Hamilton could come 
to life again, could revisit the glimpses 
f the moon which shines over the 
White House, with its ‘big stick.’ and 
the capitol with its supreme tribunal 
and its houses of congress I am per­ 
fectly sure that he would say, ‘Go a 
trifle slower, Theodore, my son.’

ly I described myself as ‘a Lincoln 
democrat, crossed on a Jeffersonian 
republican.' 
That ought 
to

truth both ways, ‘a-comin^ and a- 
goiug.’ 
Lincoln was a 
conscience 
whig. 
Jefferson wrote the declara­ 
tion of independence. 
Each of them 
revered the constitution. 
“Planting myself upon that declar­ 
ation and that constitution, expansion­ 
ist that I am, even jingo that I am, 
loving to hear the eagle scream and 
to seeO Id Glory wave, fully conceiv­ 
ing the importance and portent of the 
advancing greatness of my country 
and rejoicing that it is at length a 
veritable world power—I yet cling 
to the belief that wherever the flag 
goes the law must go; that there must 
he uniformity of freedom everywhere 
beneath that flag. 
“To quote from a noble opinion of 
Justice Harlan—there are still other 
living and eminent Kentuckians be­ 
sides Carlisle and Lindsay—‘the con­ 
stitution is supreme over every foot 
of territory, wherever situated, under 
the jurisdiction of the United States, 
and its full operation 
cannot 
be 
stayed by any branch of the govern­ 
ment in. ord<y to meet what 
some 
may 
suppose 
extraordinary 
\cmer- 
gencies.’ 
“In other words, the constitution is 
a written, clearly-defined chart 
of 
limited and enumerated powers, meant 
to check the encroachment of one de­ 
partment of government upon another 
and to make the exercise of arbitrary 
power impossible, ‘leaving,' as Justice 
Harlan proceeds to impress upon us, 
‘unimpaired to the states, or the peo­ 
ple, the powers not delegated to the 
national government, nor prohibited 
to the states.’ 
“If more power is needed, addition­ 
al powers are required, the constitu­ 
tion itself specifics how they shall be 
obtained. 
“ ‘The meaning of the constitution.' 
I am still quoting Justice Harlan, ‘can 
not depend upon accidental circum­ 
stances. The people who ordained it 
never supposed that a change coni 
be made in our system of government 
by mere judicial interpretation.’
